Wben Philadelphia Wan the Greatest City 


In the American Colonies. 


In 1774 Philadelphia -was the largest 


town in the American colonies. Esti- 
mates of the population, -which are all 
wo have, differ widely, but it was prob- 
ably not far from 30,000. A single city 
now has a larger population than all. 
tho colonies possessed in 1774, and there 
are iu the United States today 104 cities 
and towns of over 30,000 inhabitants. 
Figures alone, however, canuot express 
the difference between those days and 
our own. Now a town of 30,000 people 
is reached by railroads and telegraphs. 
It is in close touch with all the rest of 
tho world. Business brings strangers to 
it constantly, who come like shadows 
and so depart, unnoticed, except by 
those with whom they are immediately 
concerned. It was not so in 1774, not 
even iu Philadelphia, which was as 
nearly as possible the central point of 
the colonies as well as tho most popu- 
lous city. 
. 
Thanks to the energy aud genius or 


Franklin, Philadelphia was paved, light- 
ed and ordered iu a way almost unknown 
iu any other town of that period. 
It 


was well built and thriving. Business 
was active, aud the people were thrifty 
aud prosperous and lived well. Yet, de- 
spite all these good qualities, we must 
make an effort of the imagination to re- 
alize how quietly and slowly life moved 
then in comparison to the pace of today. 


There in Philadelphia was the center 


of the postal system of tha 'continent, 
aud tho recently established mail coaoh 
called the "Flying Machine,"not iu 
jest but iu praiss, performed tho jour- 
ney to New York iu the hitherto uii- 
equaled time of two days. Another 
mail at longer intervals crept more 
slowly to the south. Vessels of the const- 
wisB traffic or from beyond seas camo 
into port at uncertain times and after 
long and still more uncertain voyages. 
Tha daily round of lifo was so regular 
and so quiet that any incident or any 
novelty drew interest and attention in a 
way w'hich would now bo impossible.—

Mr. Germer made this latter 


offer on condition that the clause speoi 
fying that Portsmouth should pay n 
mote than otber towns along the rive 
be stricken out. 


On motion of Mr. Neill the ordinance 


was taken up ana considered section 
by section. Messrs 
Hnber and See- 


bohm, who bad previously taken the 
time to go over the ordinance with 
President Tnrley and note changes to 
be made, suggested the revisions, which 
were on the whole accepted by!council. 


Mr. Osburn, the anthoi of the orig- 


inal ordinance, opposed any changes. 
Ho regarded the clause limiting the 
charges to be made in Portsmouth as 
not to exceed the charges made by 
other towns on the river as the moat 
important clause in the ordinance. 
If 


Mr. Germer wanted that repealed Mr. 
Oaborn thought it well not to consider 
any amendments if this controlling 
feature of the ordinance was to be 
stricken out. 


In section one, instead of granting 


franchise for fifty yeais it was made 
twenty-five years. 


In section two the original was 


amended so as to provide that the work 
be done under officials such aa the city 
may provide, 


Section four of the original odinance 


was not changed. 


Section five demanded that Mr. 


Gemer etc. should provide a bona fide 
scale of rates charged 
other cities 


using gas and in no case was the charge 
made to Portsmouth consumers to ex- 


have given franchise and Mr. Osborn 
predicted that if gas was brought to 
Ironton, Hnntington and Ashland and 
Portsmouth did not get any council 
would be on its knees to Mr. Germer 
begging him and offering a bonus if be 
would only bring gas here. 
Oonnoil- 


men would be ashamed to walk the 
streets if this should happen. The old 
ordinance carried with it the promise 
of an acceptance , the newly amended 
ordinance was sure to meet with a re- 
jection. 


Mr. Dillon did not believe Ports- 


mouth was starving for natural gas. 
He believed that if there was such vast 
quantities of gas at Warfield Mr. Ger- 
mer would only be ton glad to accept 
any sort of proposition for its disposal. 
Mr. Dillon predicted that if gas was 
brought to Portsmouth and offered for 
27 cents not a factory or concern in the 
town could afford to use >t. 


Mr. Iievi. D. York, of the Burgeae, 


was in the lobby and he corroborated 
this statement of Mr. Dillon's. 
He 


said he could not afford to pay more 
than 10 cents a thousand feet. 


Mr. Hnber thought Mr. 
Germer 


would he glad to take any sort of a 
franchise which council might hold 
out. 
He looked npon Mr. Germer as a 


capitalist and speculator and^the kind 
of a hairpin which 5s always on the 
mend and to be held in suspicion. The 
new ordinance granted an honest, fair 
franchise and could not be objected to 
by any one who meant business. 


Gonnoil postponed final passage of 


the ordinance until it could be sub- 
mitted to Mr Germer.

The scene following the first terrific 


crash of the storm was one of awful 
grandeur 
Business blocks, handsome 


mansions,'l-otels and humble cottages 
were razed to the ground and shattered 
in shapeless masses. Several of the 
wrecks caught fire and the inflamma- 
ble timbers burned furiously. 


The city was crowded with rural vis- 


itors, many of whom were sleeping at 
hoarding houses unregistered. For this 
reason the number of victims who per- 
ished may never he definitely known. 


Tlie storm swept its way through the 


heart of the town. Leaving Fort Smith 
it bounded by Van Buren and contin- 
ued do\vn the river, demolishing every- 
thing in its path. 


News from outside points is not yet 


at hand, hut rumors of much damage 
as far south as Almai have reached 
uere.it being reported that a large num- 
ber of persons were killed. 


Its Mujrnituilc Xot Known. 


The tornado 'here was of such mag- 


nitude that the full extent of the dam- 
age is not yet known. It swept straight 
across the city, leaving behind a path 
of desolation and ruin. 


So far the dead bodies of 41' victims 


have been recovered, and many are 
still missing. They are undoubtedly 
in the ruins. 


The upper floor of the block on the 


"1 I 
corner of Garrison and Towsou avenue 
was used as a, flat. The ruins caught 
fire ironi a night lamp. Seven bodies 
were taken from these ruins, tw'o of 
them being so badly burned that they 
could scarcely be identified. 


Burgess hotel, a 3-story brick, was 


demolished. There have been eight 
bodies already taken from the ruins. 
Rescue parties are still at work at both 
places and expect to find several more 
bodies.
